A family council was held at hei 
p.'irents' home, at '201 Kldridege 
Street, and a line of action was 
determined on Late on Wednes- 
day night, when Rozner and the 
crippled brother entered the bed 
mom, Rozner was overtH>nie by 
Tiie aid of Washl)aum's crutch. 
Mrs. Rozner wav«Hl the lett*"! at 
him. He confessed, acconling to 
Washbaum's story, that helijid mar- 
ried the other woman, but was di- 
vorced by a rabbi. The crutch was 
then applied on his back, accord- 
ing to Wiishbaum, until he disgorg- 
ed $S0, which he had drawn 
from the bank that day. Ilis 
clothes were then removed and 
the door lockeil from the outside. 
The entire family took turns dur- 
ing the night guarding the door, 
so that he could not escape. It 
w as four stories to the ground and 
there wa*> no fire escape leading 
from the rooms. ' Conse<\uently 
Rozner rt>alized his i>osition and 
made the best of it. 



After listening to this story, the 
Magistrate said f.hat he could not 
grant a warrant f < r bigamy, as 
there was no proof of the other 
marriages. Washbaum then pro- 
cured the services of Lawyer .lames 
Gray of the Le^ial Aid Society. 

Y'est«rday afternoon the lawyer 
applied to Magistr.ile Crane for a 
warrant. He told the Magistrate 
that he had (ound the alleged first 
New York wife of Rozner, and 
that she was willing to testify to 
her marriage to Rozner. The 
Magistrate finally issued a WMrrant 
lor Rozner's arri'st on a charee of 
non -support' 

Rozner was then released from 
his prison and taken to the Es-sex 
Market Court. At the request of 
the lawyer, the case was continued 
until to-day, wlun the lawyer said 
that he would bring proof of the 
alleged bigamy. Rozner pleaded 
not guilty, and a.sserted that he 
was divorced from the other wvmien. 
He was lock< .i up in detaulf of 
$;5(MI bail.

i)[' courM(> he did not appiiir, 
ft^ariiiK the result would be unplea- 
saiitr for him in tlu^ (MhI and his 
personal safety ondanf^ored. The 
most annsinj? part of it was a 
garbled fak(^ account of it in one oJ" 
the inorninff iiews])apers, wherein 
he was accusoil of beiiij? an impos- 
tor and a fakir — just Ix'canse he 
us(m1 his voice when the seifjeant in 
the station house would not read 
what he wrote. 

Tlioro are a lot of thinfjs observ- 
ed .'unioHt daily that ^ive cause for 
ponderous meditation. Crime that 
almost anycilizen can see without 
huiitinji for it nourishes, and yet 
oui splendid police force and 
wonderfully alert shMiths are sup- 
posed to be unabl<> to locat(> it. On 
Sundays the law is opimly violated, 
but this does not trouble very 
many jieople. Th(\v simply pause 
for a moment, and then see for the 
thousandth time the tremendous 
jmwer of a "pull" in politicN and 
outside of it. 

An (>x-alderman'H bartender jcpbs 
a eiislnm(>r of two dollars and the 
ex-aldernum adds insult to injury 
by punehinj; him vij^orously. it 
would take a lot of nerve to jjet the 
ex-ahlerman indicted, and convic- 
tion would be almost impossible. 
Wliat can a honest citizen do in 
those days? Then^ is but on(> 
thin^r, and that is to be careful 
where h(^ tfoes and tsarry a sufficient 
({uaiitity of small change anil not 
t.oo many bi^ bills. 

Some laws, or rather rules, that 
now exist shield crime rather than 
jMN^vciiit it. When framiMi, theio 
certainly was jjood intention on 
the part of their makers, but (laws 
are naturally overlooked. For in- 
.stance, to get a warrant issued is 
not so easy as one mij^ht supjxiHe. 
It sometimes r<H}uireH an hour or 
two t9 (ifot a chance at the justice, 
and th<;n follows a lonj; scwies of 
()UestionN, and another wait for {\w 
|)apers to Ix^ made out. On the day 
of the trial th(>re is another wail 
and probalily a poslponemeiit from 
time to tiujo On the whole, 1 
think I would rather let a man who 
robbed me (escape piinishiiK^nl 
than Kive up so much time foV 
the satisfaction of s<'einx him >j;et 
just ie(>, unless there was a chane(« 
of n>eoverinjj property. 

Ami a little more about " red 
tai)e." The best efToits the .loiiit- 
tiM, could put forth t<) sec! Miss 
Anspacdi on Ward's Island have 
alm<)st failed, simply because the 
ruh^s of the institution forbid it. 
If there was evidence to warrant it, 
the aid of the Courts miKlit be 
invoked, but the doctors at th<> 
|»lace have al)out ccuivineed us that 
th<^ poor trirl is really demented. 
Monday afternoon we thought we 
h;id at least secured permi.ssion to 
see her and were beinff led up to 
where she was. Mut the clerk stop- 
lied iti the n(«xt room to tell us of 
the impossibility of it, and inci- 
dentally to list (Ml to our arguments. 
Only two |)ersons can iier once in 
two weeks, and h(*r family will na- 
turally gobble \i]) this' meagre 
allowaneu and bewail that tiiey 
cannot visit her oftener. 

Wo are iiromised, however, (hat 



if we got permission from hei' pa- 
rents they wouldjmako an exception 
to the lules and allow us to see \wr. 
The whole thing stjems queer — 
unr(iasonablo — in fact, idiotic, and 
is e(iual to being imjirisoned incom- 
municado in a Spanish prison. 

An uneducated deaf-mule could 
bo passed off on an examining 
board as insan<^; a judge readily 
signs th(! committnuMit papeivs, and 
once on the Island he cannot be 
soon by a brother a deaf-mute, 
who speaks his language of the 
signs and who is best <iualified to 
judge as to his aioiital sanity, if it 
so occurred to \\\?> parents to pre- 
vent it — unl(>ss he went to the 
trouble and expense of s(>curing a 
lawyer to obtain mandamus papers. 
And again, the chance is his 
whereabouts might never be known 
if there was a motive in commit- 
ting him. And again, while he 
might have been of sound mind, 
his surroundings would be enough 
to drive him mad. As th(> editor 
express(^<l it, there were "insanity 
microbes," or " acute mania germs," 
and any healthy person thrust 
among two thousand and one hun- 
dred cra/.j' jieople would be filled 
with horror; his healthy mind knows 
what mad people are capable of 
doing; Ik* would constantly take 
affright, and look about in pre- 
paration to dodge any threatened 
assault from them; the strain 
would be too nnu'h ; \w would bo- 
<!onie exhausted and linally his own 
mind would giv(* away. 

Th(M'e are laws that are more in- 
sane than all the 2100 insane in the 
asylum on Ward's Island.

withtlu> hitter's mother, and she 
says that it is all sad but true. 

There has lieen something near- 
ing (luietude among the deaf for 
the [last two weeks. No parties, 
marriages, births or deaths have 
b(>en reported, and unless some tall 
hustling is done on their part, I 
shall have to manufacture a column 
of news-items. 

.lust one event is scheduled for 
this month, and it is a literary 
(<v<Miing at the ITnioii League's 
rooms, but if of a ]iublic or private 
nature is not known. 

It is set for the 24th, and on this 
evening s(>veral essays will be de- 
liei<>d, a.s follows : " Paris," by 
Sam Frankenheim; "The United 
Stat<>s Navy," by Marx Lew;

Last week the Press contained an 
article on the subject which is here 
given : 

A plan is now on foot, to f<et the legisla- 
ture to approprlnto mionKliiiii'"i*'y f" evoct 
an eiitii'(>ly new (leiif school in tliis city. 
If the plan carries the new institution 
will be built in ArliuKtou, west of the 
city. 

The construction of ft new school will 
obviate the necessity of the (leiif schools 
now heiuK operated in I'inclnnati and 
Clevelan<l, nnd it is unilerstood the Hiymce 
coniuiiltee of the vteneral aj^seniDly is more 
in a mood to reconuiiend an approiiriation 
(if fUKl.OOO for a new .state institulion for 
the education of the deaf, than to make 
three snialU'r appropriations, one for the 
institution here, one for the school in Cin- 
cinnati, and another for the school at 
(Mevelan'd. 

ArKnnu'iits are bcinR outliiuHl and ad- 
vanced in favor of a new school here and 
tlie abandonment <if tlie institutions at 
Cleveland and Cincinnati. 

Tlie deaf schools, at these two cities, are 
necessary in view of the inade<ijiacy of t tie 
slate institution here. The erection of a 
new and enlarKed state institution will 
ninlie the other two HU]ierniinierarios and 
superficialities. 

Superintendent Jones is ureatly interest- 
ed in the matter and is of the opinion that 
the IcKislature will make the neces.sary a|)- 
propriation for maintenance of a larne 
state institution. A Pi'<^k« reporter visited 
.Superintendent .Tones Thnrsdny niorniiiK 
and in the cour.s«< of the conversjition the 
siipcrintcmtent said : 

"The time has come when more amjile 
provision must be made for the educatiiui 
of the deaf children of the state. The state 
institution is asking for additional build- 
iiiKs on tlie present site. Clevelanil is ask- 
inK for an entire new institution for Cny- 
ahoga county. Cincinnati is askiUK the 
leKislatnre for an additi.nuil appropriation 
to sujiport her day school. This all indi- 
cates the necessity of more ample facilities 
to educate the deaf. The stat cannot af- 
ford to eaect two or three se|iarate schools 
when so iiiany oflicers, engineers, cooks, 
ho.stlers, ninht watches, nurses, etc., are to 
be iiaid. due larvtc, well eondiuMed and 
well iHinipped institution oiii{ht to lie pro- 
vided where a 1 the diildren can be accom- 
modated, nn<i where the oral and sign cliil- 
dren can be sepinnted when iiecessary. 
What will such an iiistiHition cost f Pro- 
bably *«10(1,IMX1. Hut this money would not 
have to be approiirlated all in one vear. 
Two liundied tlioiisantl dolliiis could be ap 
jiropriated thisyear, two hundred Ihonsund 
the next, and the sale of the kivuiikIh now 
occupied in tbi.., city the next year, ttud 
eiion«h money would be obtained to com - 
picte the new institution. 

"Where would it be located? Some- 
where ne T the city on a street car line and 
on a nood farm, "ArliiiKtoii Hei^'hts h.is 
been suKRested. No lietter place could be 
found, as its elevation would insure pure 
air and «"<'<' light, anil the fertility of tin' 
H<iit siirroMiiditiK this location is llrst class. 

." Why on a farm ? 

" Hecause it will enable the institution to 
lie much inor<> economically aiiministered. 
At present i-verythin^ ciinsmned must be 
boiiKht ontright, and it ninkes the expense 
much Krealer than it would be on a farm. 
The per ciiiiita cost of maintaiiiK the deaf 
ami iinmb in,stilution is greater than of the 
O. S. andS. (1. at Xenia, where the latter 
has the benetlt of a irood farm, Tliisd ITer- 
ence will in lifteen years be enough to pay 
for a new in^tit^ltion." 

Siiperintendi-nt .Jones Iia« asked for 
tHari.iKH) for a school liuilding aril f<ir the 
erection of a cottage for small children and 
for remodelling (he old dormitories. 
Would it not Im> lM>tter, he asks, for the 
legislal-nre to considertheiiuestion f a new 
institution? 

.\ I tent ion has been called to the following 
suggestions by o".c who has long lM>en 
interested in the education of the deaf.

Rev. S.C.Hill, Rector of Grace 
Church, Mt. Airy, and Seeret.iry of 
the Penn.sylvauLa Diocesan Com- 
mission on Cliurc'i Work Among 
the Deaf, preached to a large con- 
gregaiion at All Souls' Church for 
the Deaf la.st Sunday afternoon.

\h. .1. I'. Gonlon recently issued 
" a card " in which he declared, 
among other things, that it was 
impossible, at this time, for the 
deaf thonuselves to hold any meet- 
ing which would not contribute 
directly, or indirectly, to the 
advancement of the oral method 
of instruction. We believe that 
meetings of the deaf do contribute 
to the advancement of oral instruc- 
tion, but not accordina to the 
lines laid down by the advanced 
oralists. The sti-ongest advocates 
of oral instruction ai-e the deaf 
them.selves, but they know, as no 
other people do, that the few, 
and not the many, are benefitted 
by oral instruction exclusively, 
while all are benefitted by a 
proper combination of approved 
methmis. The impartial idiserver 
of results, be he deaf or hearing, 
cannot fail to be imjiressed by 
the widespread unity of fhe deaf 
in favor of the combined method. 
Had Dr. (lordon been present at 
the World's Congi-e-^ses of the 
Deaf at Paris and Chicago, at (he 
National Convention at Philaiiel- 
phia, at the Gallaudet Union 
Meeting at Chicago, or at the 
hundred and one other State and 
alumni association meetings, com- 
povsed of deaf graduates of all 
schools, and of no schools, he 
would have seen how gr(*a(ly these 
meetings did advance oral teach- 
ing, but along the lines prescribeii 
by the eomliined method and /»i/ 
tH) oihf'r mdhod. It is impossible 
for the oralists to attend any 
meeting of ?w)»o jide educatoi-s of 
the deaf, or of the educated deaf 
them.selve.s, without tieing made 
lo realize directly or indirectly 
that it is only in rare individual 
cases, and under exceptionally 
favorable circum. stances, that the 
oral methotl has proven altogether 
sutliciiMit. 

A recent issue of the Ni w Era 
contains an extract from "one of 
many letters," which (he Supi-rin- 
tendeiit of the Illinois Institution 
has been receiving of late.

Now, in bread tin; action is quite 
similar. Yeast, wlii<di contains 
the active f<;rmenting principle, is 
given something to feed upon, and 
lM!gins to give olT little bubldes of 
a gas, which, being held in by the 
more or less tough doiijfh, tills llu! 
wlnde substance with little, i)alloon- 
like cavities; and Ihe biea<i rises 
so that alter it is bilked ills porous, 
like a sponge. Nor is chemii-al 
action wanting. The a<!tii;n of t.ie 
yeast, beHides making the bread 
[lorous and light, transforms a [>ari 
of the flour into sugar, and also in- 
to alcohol, thus entirely changing 
the laste of the substance. 

And what is true of the im[>or- 
tanc* of cliemistry in bread-mak- 
ing is also (rue of it in various de- 
partments of cooking, anil the ad- 
juKtfiient of the vaiious f<x)ds 
which we have to eat. Man inu.^t 
i>e given a certain [iroportion of a 
lew elements in Ids daily food. 
I.i-an meat, bread, butter, ami 
r, inidude about ail that is ne- 

,.iry to sustain human life. 

Now, it is a comparalivtdy easy 
matter, by the aid of (MiemiHi ry,. to 
find out jtist wliai the required 
amount of each of tiiesi; siilslances 
is. It is, again, a .-simple thing to 
(ind out where and in what |)ro- 
ducts we may fiml tlie eieinents we 
seek. This is s<i far, of course, 
only tlie very simplest chemistry, 
but for Ihat reason within the reach 
of all. 

What oectipaii yon young 

men intend to take up <i'ter leHving 
her.? If it is a |>reaciiiiig or t in- 
law, chemiwlry ina^ nol lie of vt ry 
mireh iiMj lo yotJ, tiiough I Hill not 
quite sure of this eveft in these 
oases. But if you intend lo go into" 
any branch of pifxluctive inrliiHiiy, 
it will lie H valual'lc aid 1<» .you, I 
siijipose some of you will lake up 
farming as your [Hiisuii ; nor is it 
in occup«ti(<ii lo be hxikeil down 
,on. The farmer is one of the most 
independent men on the fac<- of the 
earth, though Ik- ofbrnlimes has a 
ban! tiftie of it. Of what 
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chemistry to the farmer? 
swer this question let us 
gate the soils aiid|ihc v< 
which grow ufKin them. 

Soils, as we see them, ..i. the 
residue of decomposed ns'k, xnd in 
a ueneral way nia> lie classilied 
under cla\s, inarl>, and siiids. A 
clay soil is the n-sidiie of a rwik 
c mtaining a ;ireat .leal of an in- 
gredient kn<'Wii as aliiiiiiiiH, one of 
the most aliundant compounds in 
the earth's cniHl, y\ marl is a soil 
largely from dccomposid 
; an<l sand, from deconi- 
pohiitg ).«'ks «hich contain a great 
deal ol,qiiarlz. Now it is a singu- 
lar fact, Hfui sn instructive one, 
that the best soils, from an agrical- 
lural standpoint, are ot to be 
found in any one of Ihe aliove 
classes, but from a mixture of them. 
I .'lie, we find Ihat all 'soils

dient, plants will not grow on any 
soil. There are, also, certain other 
substances fouinl ,in every fertih; 
soil. That may be our starting 
point in <;onsidering-the Sf»il, that il 
must contain eerlain things for 
plant-life Suf)jK»s<' now (hat (he 
farmer starts with a soil, which 
is fertile lo begin with, and tries to 
raise crops of a <ert*iin kind upo 
it. lie veiy soon finds that lis 
crops grow poorer. Why is this? 
('|if.n the same land wo 111/13- see 
fo iw. f>et us analyze, and 

he can. why it impossible for 

a trat ol land lo nourish an im- 
mense forest of trees, and yet be 
unable U> raise ni'iro than a few 
staple crops before it b<'gin« to fail. 
In the first place, we must reniein- 
ber that in the can** of the lores! 
nothitig is taken awiy from Ihe 
soil, but that the tree, upon its 
death and dec.iy, gives back to the 
soil what it received. 'Ihe wheat 
or corn, on the other hnnd, was 
raised, and gathered, and carried 
away ; aiirl for it we have dven the 
iioil nothing.

stances the plant will lake from 
the soil. Thus, if the plant has in 
it,a large ficrcentaire of nitrogen, 
it wdll require a soil which has this 
clement; if phos|)h<;riis, tlnuj it will 
need pliosfihorus in the soil. It is 
siiii|)ly a ca.sc of Ihe old story of 
supply and demand, and it is the 
biiHincHS of the fanner to keep the 
supply in tFTJ'Snil up with the de- 
mand iuthee^op. Theagriculttinil 
chemist acts a(« a doctor would in 
prehcribing for a patient. lie ex- 
amines the soil, feels ilH jiiilse, as 
il wei«', and then tells what ails 
il, and pre->crii)es a tonic, perliafis ; 
or as it may Oi* that it needs puri- 
fying, and so he gives it a dose of 
lime. 

These are not the only questions 
the ajiriciillural chemist has lo face; 
there are others more |>uzzling ami 
more int*>resting. For instance, 
tliere are in the West s<;-callerl 
alkali-lands, in which a certain 
priiudph; injurious to plant-life 
has b -en gr.idu illy concentrated, 
by the tilling of lands, until they 
have* bfccome prudically useless in 
their present state. By n judicious 
system (){ drainage, however, and 
trcatufiit with certain kinds of 
pulverized i'^',*k. tin; lainl seems 
c ip ibl" of Ijcing reidaimed. 

It is in thus economizing nature's 
r 'SourceH that Ihe eh<niist finds his 
c'lief use. While the farmer tilled 
virgin soil, he did not need to pay 
siieii hceil lo this rigorous law of 
paying lu.ck to the woil. So it has 
ii.-eu in otiier occup^ilions and 
ir.'des. As, however, competition 
liegan lo ciowd the mantifMClurers 
as well as the farmers, I hey began 
to pay more heed lo economy. It 
is only with la'e yearh that we have 
begun to pay her'd*to the wealth 
that w>is do ving to the sea in the 
riviMv •.'. ' i<'h c.nried awiiy the s' w- 
age. Now. however, pr cesses 
have been .hviloied l-y means of 
which garbai e jiiiil se« age has been 
coll. ct' (I and concentrated, and 
valuable ok duels .extracted to be 
used a fertilizers. 

Theie is another w|iy in whiidi 
the firaclicral clu'inist woiks, and 
!hal is in, i-.st ildi.-hing the exact 
proportions of subslaiUH-s lo be 
nmui in any arl or industry, in 
■some ;iiven process. This is well 
illiiHtraled in Hie smelting of iron, 



mid Ihe workiiur up in the furatUM' 
of \>irions metallic on H. For in- 
stance, in extrar-l inn il'"'' Irom the 
ores, it there are many impuiiliesof 
1 lime-bkechaiiicter, sanil isadiied; 
or if there is iniici) sand or quartz, 
limesiooc is use<l — Iher^e two sub- 
stances uniting to form a glassy 
sub'siaiK'c called slau, whndi can lie 
drawn off from the iron. Merc 
again the practical (dieniisi is of 
servic'c, in presi-rildng the i^xai't 
amount of ore to be used, the am- 
ount and charactei of the flitx to be 
adde<l^as well a« the amount of the 
icilncing iroke or chari-oal, as the 
ease may be, II often happ(Mis, 
thus, ihat an ore of some metal 
which can not be worked for the 
itsell, is of high commercial value 
iMicause it can Iw with profit mixed 
with some other ore to purify il, on 
account of being admixed ^with 
some impurity whicdi is of use in 
the process of «'Xtracling. 

Tiie problems whi'di conif rout one 
are many, and the fortunes which 
await the solution of ' some of the 
problems, are large. A fortune 
wjll be Ihe reward of the one who 
finds an easy and cheap method of 
sejiaraling sulfiliur ai d [ihosphoriis 
from ore of iron. 

The tichnieal appli<;alions of 
this scieiKje are almost beyond 
counting After its use in agricul- 
ture and metallurgy, we may 
menlion its helfi in establishing 
the value of fue s, making coke, 
nas, mineral <dl Int'ustry, dislil- 
ling and biewinji, nriniifaetiiie of 
ylass, porcelain, and earlhenwure, 
bleaching, dyeing, tanning, manu- 
fjM'ture of paper, .soap, etc., <'t«'. 

Surely this list is a long enough 
one, but I have mentioned it for 
another reason than merely lo 
show Ihe wide iip|ilication <>( the 
sciene, and that is, lo show the 
number of openings wliii h it offers 
to a young man. It was only a 
week or (wo ago that I heartl the 
howl of the chemical division of 
the Agricultural Dei>arlment, 
Prof. W'iley, say that he thought 
that, if a young mari were lo ask 
him what he thought offered the 
best opening, he would place Agri- 
cultural ('heniistry hi^h on the list 
as a means of gaining a livefiood. 
I am not pointing this out to you 
because il ,is a branch of in<liis(ry, 
which you will find not crowded ; 
for wherever (he opening is a [iro- 
rnising one you will find plenty of 
strugabng ajjplicants ; and even 
slionhl you find su<'h a (ilace, you 
would 'be r'towded out (00 soon by 
those coinins.' after. No place, can 
or should be (ri-c from such com- 
petitifin, for this very fi at lire lea<ls 
to development and aiivancement. 
There are plenty of openings, bill 
n<jne of tln-m (-tiny for the one who 
will not do his Ix'st in the work 
he 111! s. l''or the one who 

will ill 'If lo his work, (here 

arc the richest rewards promiwd. 
It would indeed seem as if chem- 
istry were bwioming alchemy oiiec! 
more; for though 11 is iinpoHsible 
Ut make (he metal u<>\(], yet it is 
all (he time finding ways to make 
siibslanee arqiarenil.v the most iis*!- 
less into things valuable an I use- 
ful to man. There is just as much 
gold right around us as will ever 



IS apt to reward the |)at,icnt seeker. 

There is still another n^ason why 
I Hp'eak thus tiyoii. Noonc would 
be slower than myself to tell und- 
one of you that such or such a 
trade or occupation is closed to 
you, and to urgi; you to consider 
your deafness an inwiirmoiinlable 
obstacle. I should^, however, 
think any one of you who an- 
nounced that he was going to be- 
come a piano-tuner a v«!ry foolish 
|i<-r.son. And 1 do think thai in 
selei'iinga branch of work, it is 
llrt? jiart of wiwiom and prudence 
lo consider for what you are besi 
fitted, and in what direction your 
gifts lie. 

Far Ik; it from my piirposi^ to 
urge you all to decide upon prac- 
tical chemistry as j'our line of 
work; yet I do think that it may 
repay s >me of you to ^.dvc^ the sub- 
ject some thought. There are some 
things ill which hearing counts for 
almost nothing at all, and chemis- 
try is one of thein.. Above all is 
demanded qiiiiduiess and accurary 
of sigiit. Senses of touch, taste, and 
smell, anMilso important, but the 
sense of liejirinir is .scarcely used 
at all. Is this not siigt;esliv(i ? 
Morevcr, it is a fact often observed, 
that when one is dejirived of one 
sense, the ol Ik r senses are quick- 
ened. -fllHy It not be 80 with some 
of you. 

'I'li<!hc thoughts have oft^ut oc- 
curred to me, and I liaxe wondered 
why more among the students of 
this (!olle<:e did not tuin tludr 
serious attention to the study of 
Naliiral Science, in soiik' form, for 
the pursuit of which they may 
pwssibly Vie better fitted than Ihe 
average man who possesses the 
sens" of hearing.
